“ GareTY THEATRE.—Return of Me Walter 
Montgomery.—Mr Montgomery’s Ilamlet is, 
without doubt, a great intellectual treat to any 
real lover of the drama. The more hyper-criti- 
cal might possibly not have to go far out of 
their way to detect one or two blemishes, but as 
a whole we are inclined to think this imperso- 
nation most powerful and impressive. We 
would especially point out the great scene with 
Ophelia in the third act as a masterpiece of art, 
and the closet scene is very little inferior to it in 
depth of feeling and true pathos. In the grave. 
yard scene, too, Mr Montgomery’s acting was 
excellent; indeed, throughout there was evi- 
dence of most close and persevering study, tbat 
should, of itself, even apart from the brilliancy 
of the result, command the_admiration of every 
one. Mr Montgomery was very warmly wel- 
comed, and more than once aroused the enthu- 
siasm of the audience, being deservedly recalled 
four or five during the evening. It would per- 
haps be scarcely fair to criticise too severely the 
abilities displayed by the members of Mr Mont- 
gomery’s obviously but unavoidably “ scratch” 
company, but we may venture a few short re- 
marks. Mr W. Rignold was the Ghost, Mr Mc- 
Intyre the King, Mr Haynes Laertes, and Mr 
Day a rather tame Iloratio, Mr McLean, a 
valuable actor in his own line, was decidedly owt 
of his line as Polonivs. Messrs Taylor and 
Soutar were the Gravediggers, Ophelia was 
beautifully played by Miss Jane Rignold, and 
Miss Fanny Addison mads a stately though 
rather juvenile-looking Quecn.—Ou Thursday, 
the Lady of Lyons was performed, with Mr 
Montgomery as Claude Melnotte. We have 
seen the character a great number of times, both 
by professionals and amateurs, but have pever 
witnessed a more natural rendering. In the 3rd 
scene, where he comes in after winning the 
shooting match, his sitting at his mother’s feet 
whilst confiding in ber had a most natural effect. 
Hitherto, we bave seen the lines rendered whilst 
pacing the stage. Mr Montgomery is to be 
complimented for bis excellent acting throughout. 








The performances commenced with the farce of 
A Thumping Legacy, which was played with 
briskness and animation by all concerned, Messrs 
McLean, Soutar, Taylor, Vaughan, Doyne, and 
Miss I’. Farren, The piece seemed evidently 
relished, owing to the absurdity of the situation, 
no donbt, and met with much applause. The 
curtain then rose upon the piece of the evening. 
The Beaseant of Mr Haynes was very good, prr- 
ticularly so in the garden scene ; the same may 





apply to Mr Vaughan’s Glavis. M. Descbap- 


pelles was entrusted to Mr Butler. Pauline was 
played by a Lady (as the programme informed 
us), her first appearance on any stage, and, io 
justice we must say, it was a creditable perfor- 
mance; her acting in parts was all that could 
be wished. ‘The Widow Melnotte of Mrs Leigh 
was in itself a piece of character-acting well 
worth witnessing. We were much pleased to 
see her endeavours appreciated by a hearty and 
unanimous call at the end of the third act, as 
were also Claude and Pauline. Mrs F, B. Egan 
(first appearance in London) creditably sustained 
Madame _ Deschappelles. Mr McLean, though 
out of bis element as Polovius, was quite at 
home in the part of Damas, acting the character 
with all the easy indifference that the part re- 
quired. The duel with Claude was admirably 
executed, The minor characters were imperso- 
nated by Messrs Dalton, Doyne,. Danie's, All- 
brook, Clarke, James, and Miss Backhonse.—On 
Saturday, Othello was given, aud on Monday and 
Tuesday this week, Louis Y7. We hope to be 
able to chronicle a succession of crowded 
houses, and that Mr Moutgomery’s short manage- 
ment may continue as prosperously as it has 
begun,

A very full and en- 
thusiastic audience welcomed its production at the 
Queen’s Theatre on Wednesday morning last with

ly. ‘lo Mr Hastings, the stage-manager, great 
credit should be given, both for the introduction 
of the piece and the manner in which it was 
placed on the boards. ‘The space at our disposal 
does not admit of a detailed account of the plot, 
but as we are given to understand that Charms 
will ere long be played again in London we can- 
not do better than urge on our readers to take the 
first opportunity of witnessing it. Sir Charles 
Young was not 80 fortunate with the representa- 
tives of his hero and heroine as in Shadows. 
Mr Lin Rayne and Miss Bessie King were very 
tame compared with Mr Coghlan and Mrs Ller- 
mann Vezin. Miss King, in our humble opinion, 
attempted too much ; the character seemed above 
her powers at present; and Mr Rayne has ao un- 
pleasant voice and a rather affected manner which 
1s notaltogether acceptable. Mr George Rignold 
gave a very manly rendering of a excellent part, 
and Mr William Rignold played the villain of the 
story in a finished and artistic style. ‘The other 
parts are quite subordinate, with the exception 
perhaps of the Vicar, which was entrusted to Mr 
McLean, of the Gaiety. Miss Marie Henderson’s 
really charming impersonation (to use a somewhat 
hackneyed term) of a true-hearted girl was in 
every respect adinirable. If Charms be played 
again, we hopevat least to see 11s member of the 
original cast, for she is a clever actress, and en- 
tirely free from the conceit and affectation which 
disfigure so many performers. The remaining 
female characters, which were of slight importance, 
were sustained by Mrs Leigh Murray, Miss Rose 
Lisle, aud other less known actresses. As we 
have before mentioned, the applause was hearty 
and frequent, and, in our opinion, thoroughly de- 
served. ‘The stage-manager announced that he 
had some more unacted pieces in the background 
waiting for an opportunity, to which we can only 
reply, that, if they are equal 
Young’s, Mr Ilastings will undoubtedly have

Amateur Performances, 


Lapuroxe.—Last Thursday, Mr Merer, of tbe 
Alfred Theatre, had a benefit here. ‘The attend- 
ance, though not numerous, was select, and the 
entertainment good. After a concert in which 
Mrs Wilkinson, R.A.M., sang in her best style, 
and which iocluded the names of Smith, Horton, 
and Julia Mori, the curtain rose on Dance's 
favourite duologue, 4 Jorniag Call, caprtally 
acted by Mr Clavering Power as Sir Edward 
Ardent, and Miss Maud Morice as Mrs Chilling- 
ton. As, our readers are aware, this is an An- 
glicised version of De Mussett’s J/ faut qu'une 
porte soit ouverte on fermce. Halliday’s Check- 
mate was the alterpiece. In this Mr J. W. Lay- 


ton must be commended for his clever delineation 
of Martha Bunn; his excellent rendering of the 
foibles of av ignorant, but somewhat ambitious, 
servant meid, was irresistibly comic. 
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Payne was simpering and uuimpassionate as Sir 
Everton, and Mr F. Merer played with unction 
the part of Sam Winkle; Miss Maud Clifford was 
an interesting Charlotte Russe, and played with 
much naivéte. A little more animation would 
have enhanced the effect of an otherwise pleasing 
delineation. The pieces were nicely put upon the 
stage. Mr Hodmore, R.A.M., played a selection 
from Guillsume Tell and other pieces, with his 
usual artistic ability. 


Tue Campen Comepy Company.--Under the 
management of Mr T. Hinton.—The members of 
this company gave another performance at the 
Eclectic Theatre, ov Friday last. The pieces se- 
lected were Who speaks First? and The Rent Day. 
It is to the credit of this company that all their 
performances terminate at a reasonable hour. 
Their example to do a little, and to try to do it 
well, might be adopted by othere. The house 
was, in spite of the hot weather, numerously and 
fashionably attended, showing the _ interest 
evinced by their friends in the progress of this 
clever and rapidly improving company. Indeed, 
there are few entertainments more enjoyable than 
these, when conducted by intelligent and earnest 
exponents. In the,farce, Mr Hanning was seen to 
advantage as the dashing Captain Charles; he 
showed a careful study of the part, playing in an 
easy gentlemanly manner, and was appropriately 
dressed. Mr Millitant by Mr Baker was made as 
much of as the part would allow. He is a good 
light comedian. Potter, in the hands of Mr Dal- 
ton, was all that could be desired, for, though a 
small part, he acted excellently, and created much 
laughter. Miss Blanche Payne played Mrs 
Millitant in her usual graceful manner. Smart 
found a pert representative in Miss Robins, a 
young lady from whom we shall expect great 
things if we have been correctly informed that 
this was really her first appearance. Between the 
pieces an old favourite, Mr John Caffrey, recited 


_ with great effect “‘ Shamus O'Brien,” a story of 


the Irish Rebellion. This was listened to with in- 
tense interest. It is a very exciting story, and 
was rendered in such a masterly manner as to ex- 
cite the audience to a pitch of the utmost en- 
thusiasm, which found vent at the conclusion in 
loud and unanimous applause,prolonged until Mr 
Caffery bowed his acknowledgments. The Rent 
Day brought a truly enjoyable evening to a close 
atll o’clock. Mr J. D. Mitchell appeared as the 
hero, Martin Heywood, and he gave a truly 
pathetic rendering of the desponding and perse- 
cuted farmer, and his speeches had their full effect 
upon the audience, many of whom (to use the 
words of the author, Douglas Jerrold) found their 
“top lights rather misty” and “felt a tear in 
either eye like a marine in each gangway.” In 
the scene where he discards his wife, his acting 
was deserving of great praise, and called forth 
vehement applause. Mr Elliott as Toby Heywood 
Was scarcely so impressive as he might have 
been, but when has had practice will do better. 
is conception was good, and he earned a 
fair sbare of approval, but he lacked force. Mr 
Dalton as Old Crumbs showed his versatility, 
and his make-up for the character was most 
creditable to Messrs Harrison and Wickens, and 
his acting quite took us by surprise, especially in 
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the last scene, where his acting and exit partook 
more of a professional character. It was a pity 


he so continually rubbed his hands. There 
was “something too much of _ this” as 
though he were washing them with invisible 


soap, it was the only “ damned spot’? in his im- 
personation. Bull Frog by Mr Foote was also an 
excellent assumption ; this gentleman is a good 
and excellent low comedian, and kept the 
people in a merry mood by his unctuous humour 
as the broker’s man; he is moreover, a conscien- 
tious amateur, and did not obirude any injudi- 
cious bye-play so often indulged in by the comic 
man, whilst the more serious part of the scenes 
is going on, as if they cannot be satisfied with 
their own share of the piece. Mr Baker’s Silver 
Jack was a dashing and highly satisfactory im- 
personation, and very dramatic in his scenes with 
Rachel and Grantley. The Squire Grantley 
(Lawrence), Hyssop (Robinson), were fairly re- 
presented as were the minor parts. Miss Payne 
has had much experience in such characters as 
Rachel Heywood, yet in the earlier scenes ehe did 
not please us, as she seemed not to enter 
into the spirit of the part with her usual ear- 
nestness, and not until the 2nd act did she do 
herself justice when cast off by Martin, and 
then both acted so effectively that the scene 
was stopped for a time till the applause had 
subsided ; and again in tbe last her tender grief 
and supplication that she be not parted from 
her children was perfect. Miss Rose was Polly 
Briggs; such parts are suited to her, but she 
wants experience. ‘There is evidence of com- 
petent stage-management in this company and 
frequentrehearsal, or the situations and pictures, 
heightened by appropriate music, whieh went 
far towards success, aud which were so much 
relished by the audience, could not have been 
produced. 


New Dramatic CLus.—On Thursday evening, 
July 27th, the Gaiety Dramatic and —— 
Club gave their first entertainment at the Horns’ 
Assembly Rooms, Kennington. The stage was 
brilliantly decorated with new scenery by Mr 
Jobn H. Swan (stage-manager). The perform- 
ance commenced with Offenbach’s opera bouffe 
Breaking the Spell. The characters were well 
sustained by Me G. J. Norman (Pete: Bloom), 
Mr J. H. Asman (Old Matthew), Miss Eilen Dix 
(Jenny Wood). Next on the programme was 
Howard Payoe’s drama, Therese ; 07. the Orphan 
of Geneva. The character of Therese was 
excellently played by Miss Annie Boyle, a young 
lady of great talent, who bids fair to become an 
actress of some renown. Mr Edgar Anderson 
made a very good Carwin; Mr I’. Harding's 
costume was rather curious for the character of 
Fontaine, it not being usual (we think) for a 
village pastor to dress in crimson and gold ; this, 
however, we learnt was a mistake of the 
costumier.

A few days after this event the following 
ecard appeared in the several newspapers :—‘ A 
eard.—Mrs Johnstone, under the deepest im- 
pression of gratitude and respect, would have 
considered it her duty to have earlier offered to her 
friends and the public her heartfelt acknowledg- 
ments for the flattering reception she was 
honoured with, on her first appearance this season, 
by a numerous and brilliant audience, had she 
not feared that attempts would be made to ascribe 





such address to motives very foreign indeed to 
those feelings of obligation and humility which 
could alone induce her to trespass on their indul- 
gence ; nor would she now presume to obtrude on 
their kind notice, bad she not found it indispens- 
ably necessary to appeal to their generosity and 
consideration for protection, as she, unhappily, 
finds, after a long and patient endurance of un- 
merited sufferings, that a system of persecution 
still continues to be practised against her, by a 
few prejudiced individuals, against the influence 
of whose inveterate efforts, through the means of 
some crue] and unjust paragraph, to deprive her of 
that bounty arising from those professional exer- 
tions, which shall ever gratefully be devoted to their 
entertainment, and to which alone she confidently 
looks for support. Mrs Johnstone thus humbly 
appeals to their humanity, and cheerfully submits 
her fate to a British audience.” Despite, how- 
ever, of this appeal, when, early in January, she 
again came forward, in Zhe Belle’s Stratageia, 
the opposition on her appearance was much more 
formidable than on the former night. After 
several unsuccessful attempts to proceed, Mrs 
Johnstone advanced to the orchestra, and ad- 
dressed the audience to the following effect :— 
“ Ladies and Gentlemen,—I cannot bear anger 
from any person. In many instances, I have 
been much wronged.” She seemed affected, 
and shed tears. The appeal was irrestible. ‘ The 
flattering reception” that Mrs Johnson was 
“honoured with,” on her first appearance, 
reminds one of some clever theatrical definitions, 
which we heard some years ago, and which are 
quite as applicable at the present time as in 
former days :—* Unbounded «pplause: hissing 
from the beginning to the end of the piece. A 
brilliant and overflowing audience: a pit about 
three parts empty, and a ‘ beggarly account of 
empty boxes.’ New music, scenery, and decora- 
tions: old ditties by a new composer, o!d canvass 
fresh daubed, and old lace cleaned for the 
twentieth time. A’ benefit: a loss of fifty or 
sixty pounds. A revived play : one that has been 
acted every season. Due notice: the notice due 
—that is, none at all. The last time this season: 
the last time this week. Positively the last time: 
positively no such thing. A farewell benefit : the 
first of along series. Enthusiastic encore: the 
cat-calling and stamping of a few friends ‘ under 
orders’ in the gallery. ‘The free list entirely sus- 
pended: an additional number of box tickets 
given away. Nota place to be had: a broad hint 
to offer the box-keeper half-a-crown for a front 
row.” 

Everyone krows the fable of the old man and 
the bundle of sticks, already referred to, but it 1s 
one £0 applicable to the members of the histronic 
profession. that we must recur to it again. In 
former days, say fifty years ago, there were but 
two companies of performers in London, and they 
acted from about the middle of September until 
the end of June. They then separated, after the 
benefits—real substantial benefits—unlike the one 
above mentioned, and devoted the summer 


months to the provincial theatres: Edinburgh, 
Glasgow, Dublin, Cork, Liverpool, Manchester, 
Bath, Birmingham, Bristol, Norwich, Margate, 
Worthing, Tunbridge Wells, Southampton, and 
Portsmouth being the most favourite ones. There 
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were many others admirably conducted ; with 
respectable stock companies, appropriate scenery, 
and good dresses, so that the metropolitan actor 
found no difficulty in meeting with a Thespian 
temple, fit, in every respect, to: show off his his- 
tronic powers.

SHAKSPERE'S HEROINES, 


THE GOOD QUEENS (concluded from p. 229.) 


WE should be doing an injustice to one of 
the nost beautiful characters delineated by the 
Bard if we omitted to include, amongst those 
who wore with honour the ‘round and top of 
sovereignty,” the chaste Hermione. In our re- 
marks on Perdita (who inherited all the virtues 
of her injured mother) will be found traits that 
have been handed down from the royal parent 
and in whom the characteristics of the subject 
of our notice will appear reflected. That she 
is pure and innocent is manifest even at the 
commencement of the play. How earnest is 
her appeal when arraigned before the Court of 
Justice—her speech reminding us vividly of 
Queen Catharine’s noble defence under some- 
what similar circumstances,—both being vic- 
tims of their husband’s tyranny :— 

You, my lord, best know 
(Who least will seem to do so) my past life 
Hath been as continent, as chaste, as true, 
As I am now unhappy ; which is more 
Than history can pattern, though devis’d, 
And play'd to take spectators. 

She appeals to the oracle—‘‘ Apollo be my 
judge.’ The oracle speaks: ‘* Hermione is 
chaste.” ‘The news is brought of the death of 
the little prince. The queen faints and is 
borne hence. Leontes relents, but ala3! too 
late. The good Paulina reports the news of 
Hermione’s death— 

The queen, the queen, 

The sweetest, dearest creature’s dead ; and yen- 
geance for’t 

Not dropp’d down yet. 








At a previous interview with the dastardly 
Leontes (act 2), she had brought the new- 
born babe and laid it down at his royal father’s 
feet, saying— 

-I come 





From your good queen. 

Leon.— Good queen! 
Panl.—Good queen, my lord, good qneen ; I say, 

good queen ; 
And would by combat make her, so were I 
A man, the worst about you. * * * 
The good queen, 

For she is good, hath brought you forth a daugh- 
Here ‘tis; commends it to your blessing. [ter ; 


After a lapse of sixteen years, we behold 
Hermione, not dead as reported, but a breath- 
ing statue on her pedestal— 

——O thus she stood, 
Even with such life of majesty (warm life,
